San Ysidro Community Plan and discuss the community goals and issues.
The meeting will be at the recreation center at 212 West Park Avenue near
the Library.

The Uptown, North Park and Golden Hill historic open houses were held.
Of course, Golden Hill’s was held on the 22" The North Park historic
survey open house was held Monday, the 28". The Uptown historic
survey open house was held Wednesday evening, June 30". The meetings
were held to encourage public participation and solicit feedback on
historic resources in both communities. Staff provided an update on the
status of the surveys, distributed draft historic context statements and
facilitated a discussion among meeting participants about historic
resources in each community.
